John d. Adams. — " Nay, I may go further, and insist that that (the slave) 
repmentation has ever been, in lact, Ue nding patoet of this govenment. The 
history of th« Union has aflcMtled a continuTiproof that this representation of 
property-, whieh they enjoy, has secured to tlie slaveholding States the control of 
the aatlanalpolicy, and, almost without exception, the possession of the highest 
executive office of the Union."— £JpmA in Congrm, Fib. 4, 1833. 

"Fellow, citizens: The numbers of freemen constituting your nation are 
much greater than those of the slaveholding States, bond and five. You have 
at leaat three-fiilhs of the whole population of the Union. Your influence on 
the legislation and the administration of the government ought to be in propor- 
tion of three to two. But how stands the fact 1 • • • By means of the 
double reprewntation, the minority command the whole, and a ktuit of ilave- 
keiden ^ve the law and pracriba A« policy of tht anmtnj," — Speech at North 
DridgnBaterJffov. 6, 1844. 

Jabidm K. Folk. — On the I'ith of May, 1841, a resolution was introduced in 
Congress, to the ef^t, " That the President of the United States be requested to 
renew, and to prosecute, from time to time, such negotiations with the several 
maiitline Vomsn ot Europe and America, as he may deem expedient /or the 
^(fieituU oMWon of the African Stave Trade, and its ultimate denunciation as 
piraeff under the law of nations, by the consent of the civilized world." The 
vote on this resolution was 118 ayes and 32 nays; James K. Polk voting in ihe 
negative. (Conff. Deb. vol. 7., p. 850). Mr. Polk, since occupying the presi- 
d«»cy, has paraoaed two individuals, convicted in Uie courts of having been 
engaged in tais trade. 



BURDENS OP SLAVERY ON THE FREE. 
The PttMrntOf, 

Of the fomteen presidential terms, now eaqdred since the fbroiation of the 
govenimen^ eleven have been filled by slaveholders, one by a "Northern man 
widi Southern principles," ahd only two by^ Northern men. The present incum- 
bent is a slaveholder sworn fully to do his utmost to uj^ld, and even extend 
Uie aboudoiAian : and most terribly h/t is ftdfilling his vow, in the surrender of 
free territoiT in Or^ioa, and in a war of conquest for slavery in^ifexico, at a 
cost of xaimxma of dollars and thousands of lives. By holdioiig the Presidency, 
slavny controls the cabinet, the diplomacy, the army, and the navy of the 
country. The power that controls the Presidency controls the nati(>n. No 
Ncnrthem Presiaent has been allowed to serve more than one tarn. 

The Vice FresUeBC7« 

The President exercises much of his power by and with the Senate. The 
Vice President is, ex-officio. President of the Senate. As such, he has the cast- 
ing vote in all questions b^re that body. For the last twenty years, with one 
exception, A« has been a slavehdder. From the adoption of the Ck>n6titution up 
to June 1842, there were 76 elections, in the Senate, of President pro. tern. Of 
these the slave States had 60 and the free States 16. Most of the 16 were in the 
earlier periods of the government. Mr. Southard was elected in 1842. Pre- 
vious to that, no Northern man had received the apointment for thtriy yea i s ! 
so careful were the claveholders to watch their interests by*ecuring the catting 
vote. 

Seaata. 

For a kmg series^ years the Senate has been equally divided betn'een the 
free and the slave States. In this oondition of it, it was a great point with the 
daveholders to secure the casting vote of the Vice Presidency, and ri^t can-- 
Mly have they done it. This vote ia of less importance now, since, by tlir 
admission of Texas, the balance of power is broken up, and "The Y&lSey o! 
Rascals,". on any tie vote, now rules the Senate and the nation.

In 1846, there are, at Washington, 98 officers in thto department Of theie, 
the District of Columbia has 40~^zactly one half, and Virginia and Maryland 
have the balance. ^ , ...... 

The itee States gteerally liave iVuntshed the seamen and the soldien; the. 
men to do the ilghtlng and Endure the hard knocks , but slavery iat taken care 
to fumith Sovmm npt for officers. Thus, of 1 0o4 naval officers, New Epgli^ 
has only 172; of the 68 commanders. New England has only 11; of the 308 
lieutenants New England has only bQ ; of the !SG2 midshipmen. New England 
has only 83 ; and New England owns nearly half the tonnage of the coi|iutzy. 
Of all the officers in the navy in 1844, whether in service or waitiiog otdeik 
Paiixsylvania, with a fi'ee population more than double that of Vireinia, had 
but 177, while Viiwinia had 224. In 1843, UAder Mr, Updbjur, of 191 naval 
appointments, the slave States had 117; the free States only 73. 

P*st Office. 

The greatest opposition to cheap postage is from the South. The reason is 
obvious. As multitudes of their Postroutes do not pay for themselves, they 
must be paid for. through a system of high postage, by the North, or be given 
up. Thus in 1842, the deficit in the Post Office department from the slave 
States was $571,000, while the excess over the expenditures in ihe&ee States 
was $600,000. This went of course to make up the deficiency of the South. 
So that in 1842 alone the North paid all its own postage, and ^71,000 d* post- 
age for the Souths Nor was thto all. The whde dudJkt of nules of mcS 
transportation fbr 18^, was 34,^,991, at an expense of $3il87,796L , Of these 
miles, the mail was carried 26,331,461, at a cost of S1,$08|413, inthe free States; 
and 14,504,530 miles, at a cost of $1,579,383 in the riave States ; thatis. it cort 
$7911^0 more to carty the mail in the slave States than in the jGree.jwlme it ran 
5,826,931 miles less. Under the new system, fix>m official returns, raesenting a 
comparative view of the oostage received at forty-two offices, North and South, 
during the third qnarter of- 1844 and 1845, it appears that while the laldng on 
at the offices in me free States has not been one third, that at the offices in the 
slave States has been more than one half.

During the twenty years, ending in 1832, there «er6 six presidential ilectiohs. 
Ift these, the South caw 608 elettoral votes, biit only 41 of them for Noithem 
candidates. Daring the twenty years, ehding in 1836, there were five presi- 
dential' electi<ins, in whidi the Sotith cast 5]5 cleotcral votes, only 11 of which 
were for Northerti candidates. , 

It) thej)residential electioh of 1844, tkiriten fVee States bad ICI electors, and 
gdtis 1,890,684 Vote»—4»n« elector to 11,739 votes; while iwl»e slave States had 
W)5 i;tictors and givt T.)8,84^ votes — one elector to GfiOS votes. In other terms, 
^ slave Stitte vot^ counted as much in choice of President and Vice President 
asyfciw free State votes. In the same election, Michigan had 6 electors and 
gave 66,222 voles^ or one elector to 11,244 votes; while Louisiana had G electors 
and pave 26,86^ votes, or oiic elector to 4,447 voles — that it, four slaveholding 
Louisiana votes were equal to eleven free Michigan votes. 

Vedernl ilRprescntation. 

The present ntunber of the House of Represcfitatives, including Texas is 
228. Of these 21 represent slave property. In fixing the ratio of rfeprefeenta- 
tion, after the lait census, the House adopted that of 50,179. This wotild have 
given a HouJie of 306 members, and the (tee States a majority of i58. Bu,t a 
small majbrity is more eaisily managed thah a large. The Senate rcject^sd that 
ratib and sent back the bill with the ratio Of 70,680. This reduced the House to 
SSS did' bro^t down the majority of the frejj States to the ihort ftianagable 
riumbw' of 47. The Sffect of the odd number, 680, was tb dfe|iriVe the four 
j^at States of the north, Massachusetts, New YorJr, PefinSylvania and 'Ohfp, 
W orit tnember eat:h, with ho corresponding disadvantage to ahy slave-State, 
Of this prooeedhig, even the correspondent of the Nc'W York Herald said, — 
"The Senate apportionment has robocd the North of at least one quarter of its 

Eractical influence in the Union, when regarded in its flill extent ; and the mem- 
ets of the free States who voted for it. have thus surrendered the rights of their 
constituents, and violated their trusts.'' 

Tlw Hottse of RefriiseiiUitiYeS. 

The Speakflr of the House has the a|Tpointment of all cbmtbittees, ahd of 
course- exerts an immense influence in this, as well as other ways, in the legis- 
lation of the country. During 31 of the 34 years, froin 1811 to 1845, the speak' 
ers were all Waveholders. 



Judiciary* 

'rh<! Supl^me Coiirt of the itnited . States is the couit of highest appeal in the 
nation. Its . decision on all questions coming before it is final. Of the 30 
judges of this court, the slave States have had 17 ; Uie free States 13. The cir^ 
Cuits and salaries are aliU mpre un«)ual and unjust. Vermont, Coflnetrticut, 
and Nei^ York, ^ith 42^ representatives in Congress, fand a free ponulation of 
over t/irc< mtJwpnf, coixstitute but one circuit; while Alabama and Louisiana, 
■^iik but il hipresentaUves and a free pot>uIation of but haif a iMUioii, cdosU- 
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tuM> another. So of other circuits. Louiniana, with a frfit population of 
163,959. ha» one jivdgc at a salary of $3,000 : Ohld, ^th a popnlation of 
1,519,46'i, more than ciffht timcf» as great as that of Louisiana, ha« only one 
judge, at a salary of $1,000 : that b, wUh eight times as many pcchtle to do 
busmess for, he receives one-third M mucll pay. Arkansas, with a ute popu- 
lation of 77,639. ha? one jild^c at a salary of <B,000 ; New Hampshire, witn a 
population of 28ifil3, has but one judge, at (i salary of $1,000. MissitslppI, 
with a free popiilatldn of 180,440, has one judgtf, at a salary of $2,500 ; Inui- 
aJjA, ^llft a pofiiilatitfn of 68^,flCT, hts but one judge, nt a salary of 000— 
tUkt is, tWo-fffths as Wuch pay for doiilg more than three times the worlr f 



Sttirplnii R«Yvntt«!. 

The Surplus Revenue, distributed by the Act of 1836, amounted to 37,166,859 
dollars. The slaveholders managed to have ildistribmcd, not, as it should have 
bees, on the basis of free population, but that of federal representation. Theixi»- 
by the South, with a free population of 3,823,289, received $16,O.W,082,86, while 
the North, with a free population of 7,008,451, received but $2l,4l0,Tn.l8. So 
that for each inhabitant of the free North, there was received but $3,06 j while 
for each fret person in the South, there was received $4,20; or $1,14 more for 
each ftei? perstm in the South, than for each free person in the North. The 
South, by this operation alone, receivedi for her stave represeiuation in Con- 
gress, $4,368,Md t 

Rerolutlonarr W«r< 

In this war, — New Hampshire, MassaThusetls, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, ana Pennsylvania, — seven States — furnished 172,436 R 
troops and were paid for services, 2i(}l,971,lG7. Deleware, Maryland, Viixinia, |l 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia — six Slates— mrnished 59,335 I 
troops, and received $52,438,130. In olhcj- terms, the Northern States furnished 
about three times the number of troops and received less than one fifth more pay. 
In particular States the inequality was far greater. 

The War*! 1819^ 

The Slaveholders envied the Commercial prosperity of the North, and, to 
crash it, decreed the war of 1812, under the pretence of defending "iree tfadtf 
atid sailor's rights;" and one hundred and thirty-wven millions of apllanij wc*e 
wasted in its prosecution, and $200,000,000 more were lost on sea and land 
by Northern merchants and faririeVs, and then, leaving "free trade and JtaildT's 
rfehts" where they were before, the^ made peaCe, and demanded a Natlbifal 
mnk and Protective Tariff. A^nd m the prosecuticm of the war, says AxAkU 
Stewart, E^q, (Address to Abolitionists Aue. 1846) — " The South placed Ma- 
jor General Smyth at Buffalo, a slaveholaing lawj'W of Virginia; Major 
General Winder, a slaveholding lawyer of Marylaad; at Forty Mile Creek, on 
the side of Lake Ontario | Major General Wilkinson, a Louisiana slaveholder, 
at the Cedars and llapids of t)ie St Lawrence ; an-^ Major General Wade 
Hampton, the great sugar boiler of Louisiana, and '?.e largest slaveholder in 
the United States, (having over bdOO crushed human ^|ings bowing to this 
monster and tyrant), w'as located at BuilinJ^ton, Vermont,' lour slaveholding 
Generals with their four armies, were streti-hed out on our northern frontier, 
not to (akc Canada, but to. prevent it.-* being taken, by the men of New England 
Mid New York, in I8l2, '13 and '14 ; l(?st wi- should make some six or eight 
free States from Canada, if conquered. Thiw was treason against Northern 
'* nterests, blood and honor. This horrid revelation could have lieen proved by 
jreneral John Armstrong, then Secretary of War, after he and Mr, Madison 
juarreled." 



Florida, Florida M'ttr, Kroiovnl nf the Indlnn»« 

While Florida was in possession of Spain it Airnished an asyltlm for slaves^ 
; !8caping I'rom th« contiguous States. It was therefore bought, at the dictatioti 
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ttf tb« i4«rdKfkLui, at in expense fft |6.0QO,000. For tbe Mind purpoM,«JMi ai 
dte Mm9 diotation Uu late F)ori(U Wlur waa wajrod, and the native Indian 
exOdL or this, Hon. J. R. Qi>)l)i)iaa. 1845, aald,—'* They (iho amy) fiap- 
tunA 460 necroM, frhu were adjadfed aiavea by suflT offlcen of the an^y. to 
wl^itaB thi duty JwaA aaaignod, aiid who delivered thrm over to intarminable 
bpnwum [See fitouae Doc. 58, 3d Beta, STih CcigrcM>.] We have no memik 
ngr whTak ire can 4etemine Uie number of Urea a«cr*ificed in that war { bat It 
may be aalbly aaaeitad. that the caiKnre of each slave rost'the live* of tw6 while 
men, and at leaat 880,000 In c««h, the moat of ift hfch was drawn f}om the 
poclreta of the people of the me Suites. The whole expense of th4 
war ia cMlrnaied at 940,000,000. Tbe moral guilt Incurred, and the aacrlfloe 
of national character cannot be estimated. Perliaps I ought to add, on the 
authority of Qen. Jessnp. that bloodhounds were tilso piiirhaned to act «a auxi- 
liaries io our array, ana that bloodhounds, and fto^diern, and oftlcers, nutrehed 
toMttter u^r the staffpangled banner, in pamuitof the pnmina: A]fitlv«siHio 
hM'lted Hoot Southern oppression.

The Rev. J. Cable, of Indiana, May aO, 1840, in a letter to tJie Mercer 
Luminnry, sayn:— " I iiave lived eight years in a slave Stale, (Va.)--recclved 
my Theological education at the Union Theological Beminary, near Hampden 
Sydney College. Those who know anything about slavery, know the worst 
kind is jobbing slavery— that is, the hiHng out of slaves from year to year, 
while the master ii not present to protect them. It is the interest of the one who 
hires them, to get the worth of his money of them, and the Ions is the master's 
ifthi'ydle. What shocked me more than anything c.se, wasthc church en- 
gsgcd in this jobbing of nIavch. The college church which I attended, and 
which wan atlrridcd liy all the students of HampdenBydncy College and Union 
Theological Seminary, held slaves enough to pay their pastor, Mr, Btanton, 
ONR THOUSAND DOLLARS a year, of which the church members did not pay a cent 
(so I undcrKiood it). The slaves, who had been leil to the church by some pious 
mother in Ismcl, had increased so as to Im; a large and still increasing fund. 
Those were hired out on Christmas day of each year, the day in which they 
celebrate the birth of our blchscd Savior, to the highest bidder. These worked 
hard the whole year to pay the pantor hiH SIOOO a year, and it was led to the 
caprice of their employers' whcllicr they ever heard one sermon for which they 
toiled hard the whole yer. ;o procure. This was the church in which the i<ro- 
fess Ts of the seminary and the college cflen ofHciated. Since the abolitionists 
have made so much noise about the connection of the church with slavery, the 
■Rev. Eli«ha Balcnier informed me ilie church had sold this property and put the 
mmoney in other slock. There were four churches near the college church, that 
Bwore in the same situation with this, when I was in that country, that suppbiied 
■the pastor, in whole or in part, in the same way, viz: Cumbierland church, 
Hohn Kirkpatrick, pastor; Briny church, William Plummer, pastor, (since Dr. 
n>. of Richmond;} Buffalo church, Mr. Cochran, pastor ; Pisga church, near 
■ke peaks of Otter, J. Mitchell, pastor." 

K Helllnc Ministers m SlavM. 

■ At the great Convention, at Cincinnati, in June 1845, Mr. Needham of 
nLonifsville, Ky., saki :— " Sir, in 1844, e Methodist preacher, with regular license 
■fcnd certificate, was placed in the Louisville jail, as a slave on sale. He 
»reached in the jail sermons which would have done credit to any white 
||ireacher of the to«7i. He kept a little memorandum in his pocket, in which 
Ke marked the number of persons hopei\illy converted under his preaching. I 
represented his cuse to leading Methodists in Louisville, and showed them a 
Kmy ot his papbre which I had taken. Not one of them visited him in his prison. 
mSLe said he' forgave those who had inigprisoned him and were about to sell him. 
nSe was sold down the river, which waa the last time I saw him."

JL March S8. 1843, in n public address ui Cincinnati, the Rev. Edward Smith,

'WTM a slaveholder, and a severe one, too, and ofleni '^'th his own hands, he ep- 
[mM the cowhide to the naked backs of his slaves. On un» occasion, a woman 
IfhA served in the house, committed, on Sabbath morning, an olTence of too 
'■^t itaagnitude to go unpunished until Monday noming. The Dr. took his 
'•ffKman Into the celTar. and as is usual In such cams, stripped her flrom her 

Artist up, and ^iien applied the lash. The woman writhed and winced tmder 
(JMMb stroke, and cried, 'OA Oh LoiwM OH The Doctor 



mopped, and bin hand* fell to hin aide art thoiiKli Htruck with palny, gtati on ihe 
woman withahtcmitthnirnt, and ti\m nddre»«cd Irt, (the conprcgalion must par- 
don me *br repenting his words), ' IIuKh, you h— h, will you take the nnmc of 
the Lord in rain on the Bnbbath day ?' When he had stopiied the woman from 
the yroM profanity of crying to God on the Sabbath day, he finished whipping 
hor,and then vfunx andewByctl to preach that gonpel to hlM congregation, whicn 
proclaims liberty to Ihc captive ana the opening oiihc pri«m do'jrslo ihcm who 
■rebound."

former, a part of their master's estate, but only obliged to come grateful ac- 
knowledgments and small Bcrvices, such n» were required of the Mcfoihoi, to 
whom they were in some few things inferior." 

Tub Younoeb Edwards, f Pastor of a church in New Haven, and afterwards 
President of Union College) — " Every man who cannot show, that his negro 
hath by his voluntary coiiduct, forfeited his liberty, is obligated immtdialeby to 
mq,numit hii.i. And lo hold [.such an one] in a slate of slavery, is to be every 
day guilty of robbin;,' him of his liberty, or of wan-stealine — and fifty years 
from this time (17'J1 ) it will be an sluirneful for a man to kola a negro slave, as to 
beguillijof common 'obfiery or Ihcfl." 

Db. Adam Clarke. "Among Chrislians slavery is an enormity, and a crinu.

But your claim to the child born ia Ja- 
maica is (if I may use the cxprcHslon) less Mill. The new-born infant has done 
— can have done — nothing to lorfcit his right to frcc<iom. And to talk about 
rights, juplice, equity, ana law, asronneciod with slavery, ih to talk downright 
nonsense. If we had no interest in the case, and were only speaking of the 
conduct of ano.her nation, we should nil use the same language; and we 
should speak of slavery, as we now spenk of Slave-trading; that is, we should 
call it rank, linked, flagrant, undisguised injustice," — Sir T. P. JJuxtm, Houte 
of Commons, May 15, 1823. 



CIVILIZING AND CHRISTIANIZING AFRICA. 

I At a missionary meeting of the friends of the American Board, on the I3th 
of Augu.sl, 1846, at Manlius, N, Y., the Rev. Wm. Walker of the West Afri- 

jcan Mission, according to a corrciipondcnl of the Religions Recorder, said: — 
" The only way to oivilize Africa is to preach the gospel to all the people. 

I Expeditions like the Niger Expeditions may be multiplied a hundred fold, but 
tliey will never elevate the people. The intercourse of the natives with those 
who come there for worldly objects, has always tended to corrupt and destroy 
them. Nothing but the sinjpje gospel can ever operate to elevate them ttom 
their deep degradation, and make iheni a free and nappy people." 

It does not appear from the report of the proceedings, that Mr. Walker "said 
anything on tnat occasion rcRpectiiig the effeci. ol' colonies in civilizing tiie 
people. But that he thinks them no better than " Niger Expeditions" is clear 
from the following extract of a letter from him to the Rev. Mr. Hanks of 
Lowell, Mass., dated " Cane Pnlnias, West Africa, April 8, 1H42," We itali- 
cise some nas-sages as wortny of special notice. Mr. Walker says: — 
" The Colonists rconi at the idei of being missionaries, Tliry say, that it is 

r no part of their object to do tho natives good. Besides, they are as jealous of 
the education of the natives here as any Louisiana planter is of the education 
of his slaves. And Ibis feeling is what lias broken up this mission, and we 
remain here only Jinti! we can find another field of lalior. Thrrc can he •nnJUld 
in Africa more promisivf; Ikon thix, if Ihc culonyiras not hrre. But as it is, we 
must leave. The ministers of the gospel, Presiding Elders, say that there is 
no way at present for civilizing the natives but with powder and ball: and I 
have heard other ministers make the same remarks. Ik'sidcs, four skvlU of 
those [natives] Idllfd at Hcdingt4m, Inj th/; famons Mr. Drmru, arc arranged on the 
farden ftw* at, the mission h oitse at Monrovia . I saw tkcm there.

Alrclltlon not rrtardflng Emancipation. ' 

A f<irw facts will show that the South were no better prepared to hear the 
ti'Uth before the anti-slavery ngitation in the North than they arc now. 

More than forty years ago, Father Oilleland established a Sabbath School in 
North Carolina lo teach the blacks to read the Word of Qod. It was dis- 
kMUtKled by the shveholders. About thirty yenrw sinro, Mr. John Rankin com- 
menced a similar ii^.h(>ol near I^cxiiiglon, K.y., which was mxm broken up by 
an armed bind of slaveholderN. Home eighteen years ngo some of the mem- 
bers of the Strawberry Plains Church, East Tennessee, commenced inntructing 
the colored people to read GoiI'm Word. In n lew months it was broken up by 
•lavcholders. About iwenly ycar» since, n Tlicolopical student by the rau.cof 
Hill, made in Ea^rt Tennetsee n (cw anti-slavery addresses. The f(uri"o:;nJ:ng 
couniry became so excited ibat Cur Minr time h(.' dared not ^o out of ihc institu- 
tion for ftfar of his life. About ci^'hlcen yeais tigo a young m>'<isier by the 
iinme of Engleton, prcnrlied a wriiion against slavery- in Kast Tcnnef^see. For 
this his Presbytoiy looU aw.iy his lici'nse lo puMch and rclnscci to return it 
again until he haid pledged liiiusc!!!' nut to luench any more aj^aiiist rlavcry. 
All these facts ixicurred where slavery is found in its mildest Ibrm. Many 
more might be given, but these nre sufficient lo show that the Southern mind 
wa* no better prejiared to rcci-ivc the truth Ijclbrc the anti-slavery agitation in 
the North than thoy are now. The fact is the South has not been so well pre- 
pared to receive the truth respectin;^ Slavery tor the last forty years as it is now. 
There are more decided Anti-Slavery men now at the Routn, and more is now 
doing to extend Anii-Slavcry principles in the slave Stales, and these princi- 
ples are better received, than at any other time, as m'ght be proved by any 
numb(!r of facts —Amit iran CUizer.. -

One would think that slavery and the slave trade were the last things to haw 
a legal and protected existence in the capital of a boasted free nation. Bat there 
they arc — unpaid toll, whips, chains, dunpcons, separations, murders, and all ! 
Thnt slave coffle marching by thcfapitol is not ifancy, but a fact not unfre- 
quently occurring. Dr. Torrey (Portraiture of Domestic Siaverv, p. 64), states, 
on the authority of Mr. Aldgate, a member of the House of Rcpreeentatlvea, 
{ii&t "during the last session of Congress (1815-16), as several members were 
standing in the ttrcet near the new capitol, a drove of manacled colored peonle 
were passing by, and when just opposite, one of Ihcm elevating his manacies 
a6 high as he could reach, commenced singing (he favorite national song, " Hail 
Columbia ! happy land," <Scc. 

So late as the scs.sion of 1838-9, a similar scene .was enacted. The House, in 
base subserviency to the slaveholders, had pn.s.$ed resolution," d»;claring that Con- 
gress had no constitutional power io alxili."!! slavery in the District of Columbia, 
and excluding all petitions on the subject of slavery from being read or referred. 
' Nine days after the adoption of these resolutions," snj's Hon. J. R. Giddings 
(Rights of the Free Siatcs subverted, p. 13) " a cofile of thirty slaves chained 
together, and followed by about the same number of females, who were per- 
mitted to travel unchained, weie driven past llic capitol, on tlieir way to a 
southern market." 

Hlarfry and the SlnT« Tiade no Itlglit at the Nation'* Cnpttal. 

When the people of this country rose in resistance to Pritish oppression, they 
declared to the world (Dec. Am, Ind.)— " We hold the.se truths to be self-evident : 
That all men are created equal : that they arc endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights : that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness." 

When the same i)eople adopted the present Constitution of Government, they 
alao declared, in the preamble, that its object was " to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquility, provide for the common defence, 
promote the general welfare, and secure tlte b)e.isings of lil^crty to ourselves ana

Federal law in the Federal District of a free and Christian people ! Hail 
Columbia 1 1 

SliKvcry and the Slave Trnda m ihcy are at the Nation** Copltal. 

On tl»e 9lh of .Tanuary, 1829, Mr. Miner, of Pennsylvania, in a prc.nmblc to 
resolutions offered to the House of Representatives, presented the /bllowing 
graphic statement of facts as they then were. He said : — 

" I. Slave dealers, gaining confidence from impunity, have made the scat of 
the Federal Government theiV head quarters for carrying on the domestic slave- 
trade. 2. The public prisons have Ix'cn extensively used (perverted from the 

Surposes for which they were erected) for carrying on the domestic slave-trade. 
. Officers of the Federal Government have bt-^en employed and derive emolu- 
ments from carrying on the domestic slave-trade. 4. Private and secret prisons , 
exist in the District for carrying on the traffic in human l)eings. 5. The trade I 
is not confined to those who are slaves for life; but persons having a limited 
lime to serve, are bought by the slave-dealers, and sent where redress Ia hope- 
lea?. 6. Others are kidnapped and hurried away before they can be rescued. 
7. Instances of death, from the anguish of despair, exhibited in the District, 
mark the cruelty of this tralfic. 8. Instances of maiming and suicide, exe- 
cuted, or attempted, have been exhibited, growing out ol' this trafl!ic within the 
District 9. Free persons of color, coming into the District, are liable to arrest 
and imprisonment, and sold into slavery for life, for jail fees, if nnable from 
ignorance, misfortune, or fraud, to prove their freedom. 10. Advertisements 
beginning, " We will give cash for 100 likely young negroes of both sexes 
flx>m eight to twenty-five yeai-s old," contained in tlie public prints of the city, 
under the ootice of Congress, indicate the openness and extent of the traffic. 
11. Scenes of human beings exposed at public vendue are exhibited here (at 
Washington), permitted by the laws of the General Government." 

A multitude of facts might be presented under each of these particulars, 
showing that every one of them is, to this hour, a true accoimt of scenes at the 
Nation's Capital. 

Amerlcaa Freemen arrested on suspicion of being Slave*. 

January lith, 1827, the Committee on the District of Columbia, to whom the 
subject had been refen-ed by the House of Representatives, reported, " that in 
this District, as in all the sla-veholding Jtates in the Union, the legal presump- 
tion is, that persons of color going at large, without any evidences of their 
freedom, are absconding slaves, and, prima facie, liable to all the legal provisions 
applicable to that class of persons." And they stated, that in the part of the 
District ceded by Virginia, a. free negro may be arrested and put in jail for three 
months on suspicion of being a fugitive ; and is then to b-e hired out to pay his 
jail fees, and, if he do not prove hi.« freedom withjn a year, is to be sold as a 
slave. And in the part ceded by Maryland, they say ; " If a free man of color 
should be apprehended as a runaway, he is subjected to the paj'ment of all fees 
and rewards, given by law ft:r apprehending runaways, and upon failure to 
make such piayinent, is liable to bie sold as a slave " — a confessedly free man, 
sold as a d^ve to pay the " fees ar^d rewards given by law for apprehending 
mnaiwayi I " This is the law at the Capitol to this day, and under it such scenes 
as the following are still occurring. 
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The above is a view of Uie bresent Jail, at Wasliington. Tiuj puiijic \)n^n 
of ihe District are, of course, built with the nation's irtdney. .Every- man in the 
free Slates has his share of the expense to pay. May 3d, 1802, Congress ap-' 
proprialcd out of the public treasury $8000, to build " a good and siiflicienl jail 
within the city of Washington:" In 1820, Congress approjJrialed t'5000, " fori 
the purpose of allerinig or repairing the jail in the city ol Washington," and 
$10,000 to build " a county jail for the city and county of Alexandria." March 
3d, 1839, Congress appropriated $31,000 "for the erection of a new jail in 
Wa-shiilgton" March 3tl, 1841, $5000 were added " for enclosing the new jail 
yard;" and August 20th, 1842, Congreet; voKJd to convert the old jail to a hos- 
pital, and appropriated $10,000, to relll it for the purpose. The following state- 
ments and lacts show how these jails have been and are used: — 

American Freemen, nnctaa^ed with Crime, mM as Slare*. 

March 2lih, 1828, one thousand citizens of the District, in a petition .sent to 
Congres-S) said : " A colored man last summer, who slatetl that he was entitled 
to freedom, was taken up as a runaway slave and l(Klged wfihin the jail of 
Washington city. He was advertised, but no one appearing to claim him, he 
toas according to lam put up at public auction for payment nf his jail fees, and 
soUl as a slor-e for life! He was purchased by a slave irader. who was not re- 
quired to give securitv for his remaining in the District, and he was soon after 
slupped from Alexandria for one of the Southern Stales. Thus was a human 
being sold into perpetual bondage, at the capital of the fi-eest government on 
earth, wiilioat even a pretence of a trial, or the allegation of a crime;" 
! January I3lh, 1821?, Tench Ringold, the niartUal of the District, made an 
1 oflieial report to the Commidce on the Disirict, from which it apjiears, that 
1 v/ithin three years; from 1H2G to 1821>, om hmdrcd and scvaily-nine persona 
i were commitied to the Washington jail as runaways) i hat <(«r7t/.!/-sM: of these 
i were, by the confession of the mar.shal, free men ; and that six of the free 
'were actually sold as slave.«, and all of theui wouia have been but for the 
I beneficence of the jailor. 

In 1834, one of the Washington papers containeil the following:— 
" NOTICE. — Will be .sold at the prison t.'f Wasliinglon county. District of Co- 
luml)ia,on Monday, OcL 13, 1834. at 10 o'clock, a Negro Man, who calls himself 
Jksse H.\Bnis ; he is above 5 feel 3 or 4 inches high ; had on. when committed, 
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a blue pair ol' paiilaloonn, cuarsc roundabout, and straw liat. Hi; wiys lie is 
free nnd wnn raised in Virginia. lie is a dark mulatto, slout and thick mpI, 
I and about thirty voars of age ; he han a laretf scar nvrr (Ac right eye, and a scar 
jort ilk ri'^ht arnijusl atm^e (Xe ttbmo; icverrU Srari on the fonhcA J, and one on ike 
: end of ihr. niKtf t nnd he lun a wry look when spoken to. The said negro was 
oommiticd as a runawaj'. 

" Tlie owner or owners, if any, arc hereby notified to <tome forward, prove 
him, pay charges, and take hirn away, or he wiU be sold jhr his prison and other 
expenses as (Ac lain dircrtt.

I In IHIG, Judijre Morrell, charging tiie Grand Jury of Wasliinglon, said — 
l"Tiic frequency with w-hicli the streets of the city had been crmcded with 
Unam Jed captives, sometimes on tlie Sabbatli, could not fail to shock tJie feelings 
I of all humane persons." 

! June 22, 1&27, the Alexandria Gay.ottc said :— "Scai-cely a week i^ns.ses witli- 
!out some of these wretched creatures being driven tiirough our streets. After 
jhaving been confined, and sometimes manacled in a Ioath.«ome pri.son, they are 
"turnod out i'.i public view to take their departure for the South. The children 
j«nd some of the women are generally crowded into a cart or wagon, while 
others follow on tout, not unfrequently haiufcvffed. and chained together. 

In 1829, tlie Grand Jury of Washington said: — " The manner in which they 
[(slaves) are brought and confined in Uiese places, and carried tkrmigk cnr streets, 
is necessarily sucn as to excite the most painful feelings." 

In 1830, the Washington Spectator said :— ■' Let it be knomi to the citizens 
of America, that jat the very time when the procession, which contained the 
Pr&'iident of the United States and his cabinet, was marching in triumph to the 
Capitol, another kind of procession was marching anotlier way; and tnat con- 
sisted of colored human beings, handcuffed in pairs, and driven along by what 
►had the appeamnce of a man on horseback ! A similar scene was repeated oii 
Saturdav last ; a drove consisting of males and females, chained in c/niflc^, 
starting from Iloby's tavern on foot for Alexandria, where, with others, they arc 
to embark on board a slave-ship in waiting to convey them to the South." 

Horrora •i the IfatiowU Miut.TradF. 

The Alexandria Gazette, as quoted above, adds : — " Here you may bdiold 
fathers and brothers leaving behind them the dearest objects of affection, and 
moving slowly along in the mute agony of despair — there the young mother 
sobbing over the infant whose iimocent smiles seem but to increase her miaery. 



Pn in ROtno you will hi-nr the bur«t of bitter lainontnlion, \vhile fwm others, | 
the loud hysteric laugh breaks forth, denoting still deeper agony." 

October 15ih, 1884, Mr. Heth F. Camp of "VVftshington, made an app(!al to 
Mr. A. Tappan, of New York, in behalf of Cecilia Thomas, a slave, B])c had 
been sold by one Llovd of Alexandria, a diswinated camblcr, to one Milburn, a 
slave-trader Irt Washington. Lloyd had before sold all her children, six In 
number. AAcr her sale to Milburn, she Iwcamr the tnother of a babe—her 
only child. Milburn was about to Bcnd her Sonih. Mr. Camp, describing her 
•ays " She passe ■■^s a most excellent disportillon, more than ordinary menuil 
capacity, is honest, pious, and induMrioufc.

John Frwt, then of Whitesboro', N, Y., was informed by a 
Methodist clergyman, in Georgetown, of ihc case of a husband, who, umm his 
wife being sold and carried to tnc South, pined away, and in a lew weeks died 
of a broken heart. The same year, it was slated in the Baltimore Telegraph, 
that a female slave who had been sold, with her child, on her way fxnn B!a- 
densbuigh to Washi^jgton, heroically and mortally ciu the throats or both her 
child and herself And, Dec. 3d, 1838, a Wa.shinglon corrcspttndent of ihc N. Y. 
Araer'.can wrote—" This morning, in lOth Street, a ccHored mlin cut his ihroflt.* 
It is said, he committed the deed in desnair, at being sold nwAy from his family." 

In 184(5, a Washington corresponaenl of the New York" Observer, says : — 
" Sometimes — indeed, quite Ol\en— a p<.>or woman may be seen soing Imn dix)r 
to door in this district, with a subscription to ' buy her freedom ! in sighi ot the (

How the iab«rt7 Party can fiffect its Object. 

" In the first place," continues the above address, " there would be the aboli- 
tion of slavery and the slave trade in the District of Columbia. Slaves are 
now held and bought and sold in that district solely by au'Jiority of the Act of 
; Congress, cxuTulmg the laws of Maryland over the district. Had Congress 
! incorporated in ibal act a single clause,' to tht effect of 'excepting all siuh laws 
las arr siippo^d to authorise Ihe holding of mankind as slaves,' slavery 
I would have cea-ed the moment the District passed under the authority of the 
Federal Govcniinent. An act, repealing so much of the laws of Maryland as 
niay aut)u)riso shivery, would free every slave in the district: and the same 
, !n\v;-t wliioh now prevent kidnapping in Massachusetts would consign to the 
jlKnitentiarv every man who should attempt la re-enslave the freed people. So 
poncra! is the belief that lliis ought to be done, that nothing but ihe political 
ciiiit J i.I of slavelu/ldors has previ-nted it from being done long since. It is highly 
|priibnh!e that c>ih(T parties will eagerly forestall the Liberty Party in doing this 
'deed (if justice, as soon as ihis party gives those decided proofs of speedy 
giowtii and certa-'n triumph, which leave no room for uncertainty. The Anti- 
t "oni-Law Lcapie in Enj^land, which was the exact counterpart of the Liberty * 
|Paii\, so ftir as the different constitutions and usages of the two countries 
would allow, has carried all its objects, and dissolved by its own limitation, be- 
fore it had elected twenty members of parliament. Our object is larger, more 
amplicated, and le&^ directly in the power of Congress, but we mav nope that 
so far as the District of ColumV>ia isconcelmed, it will be done by others ny ihe 
time we shall have carried half a dozen Slates. Mr. Calhoun assures us that the 
District is the key op slavery. And when we have gained tliis Gibralter, we 
shall need no proph« to promise us the whole land. 
"The eiclnsion of t-laveholders from office, is our next potent weapon. The

j free -States] cvT no duties to the master ; on the contrary, all our .•<ympatihl^,» 
I our I'eelings, and our moral duties, Un'ond what I liave utated, are with tn|i 
slave. Vve will neither arrest him for tlfie master, nor will we assist the master' 
in making such arrest, I am aware that the third clause of the second section 
of the first article of the Con.stitiition was once l»elieved, by some, to impose 
ujjon the people of these free States the duty of arresting fugitive slaves. But 
it is aow judicially settled that no such obligation rests upon us. Indeed a pro- 
position to impose upon us such a daiy, at the time of framing the Constitution, 
was rejected, without a division, by the Convention. We, therefore, leave the 
master to arrest the slave if he can ; atid we leave the slawe to defend himself 
dgain.si the ina.'^tcr if he can. Wc do not interlere between tliem. The slave 
possesses as perfect a right to defend his person and his liberty against the 
master as any citizen of our State. Our laws protect him against every other 
pei-son, except the master or his agent, but they leave him to piotect iiimself 
against ihein. If he, while defending himself, slays the rrfaster, our laws do 
not interfere to punish him in any way, further than tliev wouW any other per- 
foa who shoulu slay a man in cctuai self-defence. The laws of the slave 
St;itc cannot reach him, nor is there any law, of God or man, that condemns 
him. On the contrary, our reason, our judgment, our humanity iipproves the 
act; and wc aJinire the courage and firmness with which he dcfeucfs the "in- 1 
alienable rights with which the God of Nature ha.«i endowed him. We regard 

ihim as a hero worthy of iiJiitation ; and we place liis name in the same category j 
with that of Madison Washington, who, on lK^ard the Cieole, bt)ld!y ina 'ntaineij , 
his Gud-given rights, apHinst those iniiuman pirates who were carrying him 
k^iud his lellow-servants to a worse than .s.ivage slave-market." >■ •

(Jefferson,) having been iuinjx-d upon and stamped by his master, tcith spHn on, 
so :is to cruelly lacerate his lace as well as his body, he was found, next morn- 
ing, in an adjacent pond or stream of water — having tied a stone to bis ow n 
nccK, (as it is said,) and plunged in, for the successful purpose of drowning , 
iiimselt', under the feelings of desperation caused by the nenuish treatmeai of 
his master ! ''—BalL Sat.

"The most prominent fact in rei^nnl to the West India emancipation, thai 
most n,'cnernlly known and most loudly bruiu<d, is the decrease in their staple 
exjiorts. They send less su^Tir. cotlce, and rum to England ; it is thence in- 
ferred that the negixws are idle, iaz\, niul refur* to work ; that the planters are 
mined, and the eiperimenl a failure. 

'• What proportion of the staple |)r<xliictions are eonsumH in the island, it 
is inipos-sible to tell ; but if in the island of Jamaica the cmaneij>ated population 
consume ten pounds of .suf^ar per annum, over an 1 aK>ve the amount consumed 
durins; slavery, (which is a low estimate), it will i.mount Co four millions of 
(louaua, or iwenlv-four thousand hogsheads of 1(>0() lbs. each, which ie more 
than two-thirds of the amount of the diKTcasetl exportation. 

"The decrease in the estat<V cultivation, other things N-ini; equal, wouU< | 
seem to l>e a natural irsult of einanei|Xition : and it certainly fu! niches no data i 
for esiimntinK the amount of lalH)r p'-rlormcd.

because he must himself become the jjroprictor of the plantations, of which, 
from fatal experience, he knows the consequence. No one will advance 
mbney to relieve those whose debus approach half the value of their property, 
nor even lend a moderate snin without a judgment in ejectmfnt and release of 
I errors, that at a moment's notice he may take out a writof pfjsscfj^ion and enter 
1 on the plantation of his unfortunate debtor. Sheriffs, officers and collcctore of 
j taxes are everywhere oflering for sale the property of individuals who have 
seen better days, and mu.st now view ilieir eflVcts purc'.ia.scd for half their value 
I and at less Inan half their original cost. P'ar from having the reversion 
; expected, the creditor is not satisfied. All kind of credit is at an end. If liti- 
gation in the courts of Common L-aw has diminished, it is not (Vom increased 
ability «o perform contracts, but from confidence Ixaving ceased, and no man 
parting with property but for an immediate payment of the consideration. A 
faitXfvl detail icoiUd hare (he appearance of a frijihtfnl caricature.' In 1807, the 
: House of Commons printed another Report of the Jamaica Legislature, from 
which we learn, that • icithin the f^d Jive or j/.r years, (j5 estates had been ahandon- 
[ ed, 39 sold under decrees of Chauctry, and 1 15 more respecting vhich suits in 
\ Cht<^" ety vxre depending, and many more Dills preparing.' From these facts 
, the reporters say : ' the House will be able to judge to whal o» alar.nir.g extent the 
distresses of the sugar planters hare already reached, and with ichal accelerated 
rapidity they are now increasing ; for the sugar estates lately brought to sole, and 
tunc in the Court of Chancery in this island and in England, amount to about 
one-fourth of the whole number in the colony.' In 1812, the case of the planters 
! of Jamaica was recommended to the attention of the king, on which occasion 
it was stated that ' the ruin of the oi iginoL possessors has been completed. Estate 
, after estate has passed into the hands of mortgagees end creditors absent from the 
\ island, until then are large districts, whole parities, in which there is not a single 
i proprietor of a sugar plantaiicm resident. The distress,' it is added, ' cannot well 
\ be aggravated' Now it must not be supposed that the foregoing statements 
! were applicable to Jamaica alone ; iov we have the testimony of Mr. Manyat, 
; a gentleman deeply interested in West India property, given in his place in, 
I the Hotise of Commons, in I8l3, that ' there were comparatively few eSkdes in the 
\ West Indies that had not, during the preceding twenty years, been sold or given up 
to creditors.' One quotation more will bring the histoiy of the West India 
distress up to the year 1832. In the address of the West India body to the Bri- 
tish nation, signed by the most eminent of its members resident in Great 
Britain, they say, the alarming and unprecedented distrc^ in which tiu. whole 
British West India interest is involved,' justified them in imploring Parliament 
' to adopt prompt and effeciv/il nuasures of rc'icj. tn order to preserve them from 
inevitable ruin.' Viscount Goderich, then Coionial Secretarj', in commenting 
on this subject, in a dispatch, dated 5th November, l83l, observes: 'The exist- 
ence of severe commercial disires* amongst ?U classes of society connected 
with the West Indies is tmhappily tec evident;' and in stating the great caiise, 
his Lordship said: 'without iienying the concvirrence of many causes, it is 
obvious thar the great and permor.-T.t itAircc of disircss, whicii almost every page 
of the West Indies record-, is to r.r. rncND is tue ixstitction of pi-avetiy. It 
is in vain to hope for long-con'inuod prosperity in any country in which the 
people are not dependent on their own voluntary labor for support — in which 
labor is not prompted by le;?i;itiinie niouves, and does not cam its naiursij 
reward.' And again: ' I ranri'! bnl rtjard the system i' self as the pertnniai 
spring of those distresses, of wkirh, net only at present vt.reiy, ii/ during the whoU 
of the last fifty years, the amplaints have If en so frequent and so just.' 

Who can doubt, then, that emancipnv.on has saved the planters, rather than 
ruined them i Who deny, tha: so fzT there has been depreciation o[ property 
or pecnniarv losses, they arc the rcsul; of oUicr causes rather than of emanci- 
pation 1 Who pretend tfiat af^irs in this respect begin to be as bad as if slaverj 
had continued 1
